CATHOLIC CHURCH 
ENTERS ELECTIONS 


In Approaching General Election in 
France Church Will Endeavor to 
Elect Deputies Who Will Revise 
Present Order of Things—To Fight 
Against Judaism and Free Mas- 
onry, ; 


Patis, Mar. 21—One of the most in- 
teresting phases of the approaching 
general election in France is the open 
political campaign undertaken in the 
name of the Catholic Episcopate to 
secure the election of deputies to the 
next chamber either pledged to vote 
forvor in some way in sympathy with 
the interest of the church. Under the 
concordat the intervention of the 
clergy in political matters was illegal 
and any influence exercised was in 
secret. 

At the last general election in 1906, 
which followed the ensctment of the | 
separation law, the Catholics did not 
take a definite stand as there was stil] 
uncertainty whether Pops Pins X 
would approve the f i et 
public worship asosciations contem 
plated ‘by the law as the other religi- 
ous denominations had déne. Conse- 
quently not until this year when the 
Catholic hierarchy is freed from any 
legal restraint against rallying its fol- 
lowers, politically, has it gone ‘boldly 
into the political arena. 

To Réverse Present Order. 

The avowed purpose is to return a 
chamber of deputies which will re- 
verse the present order of things, at 
least in so far as giving the church 
a legal status in occordance with the 
views of Rome. The agitation was in- 
itiated with the declaration of war 
against the law touching the public 
schools which has resulted already in 
a series of suits for damages by the 
School Teachers’ associations against 
the bishops who signed the letter. The 
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only suit thus far décided has resulted 


in the condemnation of the bishop. 

‘Along with the campaign against 
teaching in the schools electoral com- 
mittees of Catholics were formed in 
some cases directiy under the leader- 
ship of the bishops and clergy, in 
others with the clergy only associated 
with the societies. Many of the 
priests, however, have refrained from 
public participation, and a handful 
of the bishops notably, the Bishop of 
Nice, however, publicly disproved 
both the school and political cam- 
paign, | 

Publishing Electoral: Literature. 

Electoral literature is being publish- 
ed in true campaign fashion, the re- 
ligious press is very active and bish- 
ops and priests in pastoral letters and 
from the pulpit are exhorting their 
followers to vote “‘right.”’ The vehe- 
mence oi the language used varies per- 
ceptibly acoordingio the religious 
fervor of the locality. Monsignor Vil- 
lard, Bishop of Seutung, for instance, 
simply adjures the faithful to choose 
a candidate who will vote according 
to your beliefs in religious matters, 
while Monsignor Germain, after reca)- 
ling the desire of the pope for a un- 
ion of Catholics in the elections, ad- 
monishes them that they ‘‘must obey 
the directions of the church.” 

In Brittany, the ‘line of the bishops’ 
letters is extremely vigorous. Mon- 
signor Guerard, bishop of Coutances 
after describing Fratice as the peey of 
self-seeking politicians, who are bring: 
ing about universe! decomposition, 
closes, “if all thé Catholics of France 
will unite at the coming elections they 
will put an end to the crimes against 
reigion and liberty which the coali- 
tion of Judaism, Free Masonry and 
Protestantism are committing.”

The story 
is that Hering came out to this coun- 
try and was employtd to work on the 
farm of a man by the namé of Mor- 
row, néar Wetaskiwin. This farm was 
owned by two partners, King and Mor: 
row, who did a large business in 


horses. : 
~ Madé'to' Sign Paper. 

Thesé men téok advantage of the 
man Hering and made him sign a 
fictious name to a paper that they 
had, and'which later turned out to be 
a bill of safe of some stolen horses. 
This bill of sale was made out pre- 
vious to Hering landing jn this coun- 
try. Hering was convicted and with 
his employers spent several months 
in the penitentiary here. 

The convict King made a confession 
a short time ago to the effect that 
Hering was entirely innocent of the 
charge, and that he had forced him 
to sign the paper at the point of a 
revolver, anid that he was in on way 
connected with the crime This con- 
fession was sent to the department of 
justice at Ottawa, and after the case 
had been thoroughly investigated 
the following pardon was received:

Tablet Deciphered by » Pennsylvania 
University Professor. 


Philadelphia, March 20.—Professor 
Herman V. Hilprecht, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, whose rosearcues 
at Babylon and Nippur were the sub- 
ject of attack by ie Rev. Dr. John 
P. Peters, of New York, but who was 
vindicated by the university, has just 
deciphered the fragment of a tablet 
bearing an account of the deluge. 
| The tablet was found in 1899 in the 
lowest strata of the oldest part of the 
ruins of the temple library’ at Nippur. 
| It is of unbaked clay and measures 
|} 2% inches at its greatest width and 
2%, inches at its greatest dength. 
Professor Hilprecht has just made 
public his translation: 


“(I declare unto) thee that the con-

That the tendency af present econo- 
mie and industrial conditions is tow- 
ard the rapid deterioration of the race 
throughout the world, is the opinion 
of an editorial writer in The Medical 
Record (New York, February 19.) ‘tne 
increased cost of living, he believes 
to be preeminent among these con- 
ditions and asserts that this cost ts 
likely to raise stil) further, emphas- 
izing the distinction between rich and 
poor. He says: 

“A young, vigorous, undeveloped 
nation, ourselves, whose life blood 1s 
constantly freshened by a sturdy 
class of immigrants, such tendency is 
not yet as apparent with us as with 
older nations, where greater conges- 
tion and fiercer competition are rapid- 
ly bringing about decadence. Yet ‘f 
existing conditions im this country are 
to be ellowed to prevail, such detervor- 
ation is undoubtediy inevitab‘e for us, 
even if delayed, and it behooves us 
to look ahead and take preventive 
measures for the future accordingly. 
Nor does the situetion admit of delay. 
Great. Britain is today contronted by 
a not only universally great but 
steadily increasing class of physical, 
mental and moral defectives of her 
own producing, who have in turn cre- 
ated problems in sociology, criminol- 
ogy, and public health which threaten 
her very national existence. It is 
stated that the average British recruit 
for the Orimean war, when England 
contained a large Glass of well-fed 
sturdy yeomanry, was nearly three 
inches taller and thirty pounds heav 
ier than the average recruit for the 
Boer war, two generations Jater, when 
an undernourished, degenerate popu- 
lation, four out of five of which lived 
in cities, was found to have developed. 
And before the end of the latter war, 
in which only 260,000 soldiers out of a 
population of some 35,000,000 were re- 
quired, the recruiting officers had to 


accept as soldiers adult males only 
| 


five feet tall, in spite of the fact that 
such undersized racial degenerate 
were fully recognized a lacking not 
only in physical strength but also in 
constitutional stamina and mental 
ballast. Statistics for the year 1905 
show that the height of the average 
British infantry recruit for that year 
64°12 inches, his weight was 123 
pounds end his chest mesaure was 33 
inches.

more effectively against economic con- 
ditions rapidly becoming intolerable. 
If it can not justly be claimed that a 
large part of the ‘American popouia- 
tion is as yet suffering from chronic 
mainutrition—as is the case with the 
British masses--still it can be safely 
asserted that our poorer classes are 
already practically on Its verge. It. 
can also be safely asserted that if pre- 
sent conditions are allowed to persists 
the cost of Jiving must continue to rise 
and the financial extremes of society 
become more and more widely separ- 


ated.

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CANADIAN NAVY AND 
ALTERNATIVE POLICY 


G. P. R. McKay, of Spruce Grove 

re, Presents Paper Before Lit- 

erary Society Dealing With the 

Various Policies Advanced by the 

ue and the Government's 
Policy.

G. P. R. McKay, a son of D, 8. Me- 
Kay, of Spruce Grove Centre, read 
before the Literary and Mutual Im- 
provement society recently, an excel- 
lent paper on the Canadian Navy. The 
paper is as follows ;— 

This is a subject which is attract- 
ing a good deal of attention at present 
and which ought to interest all good 
Canadians. 

As far as your correspondent 1s 
aware the policy of contributions ‘s 
advocated chiefly as a temporary ex- 
pedient, but as the English speaking 
world is ruled largely by precedent, 
it is fair to consider first as a perman- 
ent policy before discussing it as an 
occasional one, 


As a permanent pol might oe 
practible under Im deration, 
but it appears decid premature 


under present conditions. It would 
be direct violation of the great princi- 
ple that taxation and representation 
must go together, a principle .e 
maintainence of which broke the tyr- 
anny of the Stuart kings, and led t+ 
a change of dynasfy in England, anu 
the disregard of which was one of the 
main causes of the loss of the Ameri- 
can colonies, a principle which is now 
carriea so far that the colonies have 
the right to tax goods coming from 
the Mother Country even when Eng- 
land imposes no corresponding tax on’ 
goods from them, This principle is as 
important now as it has ever been, 
indeed it is the very cornerstone 1 
responsible government, and no good 
citizen could wish to see it weakened. 

The value of a contribution to the 
British naval authorities would de- 
pend quite as much on its reliability 
as on its amount, All writers on 
naval affairs complain of the variation 
and uncetiainty of appropriations .or 
the navy and point out that this has 
often resulted in vessels being kept 
on the stocks so long that they were 
out of date when completed, and ai! 
the money spent on them practically 
wasted. But supposing that the Can- 
adian parliament were willing to bind 
themselves to a certain amount for 
a term of years, such a large increase 
in uncontrollable expenditure might 
become a very serious matter for ine 
Canadian finance minister, while on 
the other band any sudden reduction 
in the usual contribution would be 
almost certain to cause ill-feeling and 
perhaps suspicion across the water. 

In the case of » Canadian navy the 
control of expenditure would be simp- 
ly a matter of attending to our own 
business, 

Another important point is the pre- 
senee/of a large French-speaking: pop- 
ulation who however Joyal to-Canada 
and*toe the British flag, cannot in the 
nature of things be expected to enter 
into the ‘Imperial Idea’ as fully as 
we do, and would certainly be more 
willing to support a Canadian navy 
than contributions ycross the sea. Bo 
that apart from the fundamental objec 
tion of being opposed to the spirit 
of free institutions the proposition 
contains two distinct and important 
points of friction which might easily 
cause a great deal of discontent and 
misunderstanding on both sides of the 
ocean. 

Let us now consider the question of 
contribution in an emergency. It is 
admitted that this depends entirely 
on the danger of Britain being drawn 
into war with Germany before the 
Canadian navy can be established, as 
a going concern, Here it is worth 
whil to remember the cause of the 
sudden outburst of dreadnought build- 
ing, which led to the German war- 
seare. As long ago as the Spanish 
American wer the dreadnought type of 
vessel was predicted by naval men 
and described as correctly as if al- 
ready in existence. But it might not 
have got beyond the paper stage yet, 
had it not been for the war between 
Russia and Japan, It was the im- 
provement of the Whitehead torpe.o 
and the proof of its deadly power 
which forced naval men generally to 
abandon all lingering ideas of close 
fighting, and led to the definite and 
final abolition of rams, and secondary 
batteries just when the latter had 
reached the highest. perfecticn. 

Now a list of the German fleet shows 
no Jess than ten first-class battleships 
completed in the years 1901-2, which 
do not carry a single piece of ordan- 
ance larger than about nine inches 
caliber, and which consequently could 
not take an effective place in a mod- 
ern battle line. Ro-arming apparently 
is never satisfactory. A ship is built 
from her keel upward with reference 
tothe guns she is to carry, and every 
detail must be planned so carefully 
that it is much safer and practically 
as easy to build a new vessel as 10 
remodel an old one. ; 

Hence it was the conviction forced 
on the: Germans of the disagreeable 
fact that nearly half of their battle- 
fleet, though new ships of ex#ellent 
quality, must be retired from the trst 
line on account of their weak arma- 
ment, and replaced by others which 
caused them to make such furious 
jiaste. 

It was their efforts to make up for 
a very costly mistake and not their in- 
tention of challenging the British 
which explains their great activity, 
end lavish expenditure on the navy 
of late. 

1 we turn from the German navy 
to its ‘War Lard” it will be remem- 
bered that when the present Emperor 
cave to the throne the newspaper men 
*- shea’ 5 predicted that he would 
“eet all Aurope by the ears” within 
tix months. But he has waited 0 
‘ong before “firing the heather” that 
ane may well be pardoned for a very 
etrong suspicion that he never had 
any serious intention of doing 80 

If we turn to finances it is already 
apparent that the English purse is 
standing this international gaime of 
‘Beggar my neighbor” on the whole 
Detter than that of Germany. 


tt is significant that whereas the 
German government not long ago de- 
clined to discuss limitation of arma- 
ments they now seem inclined to come 
to some understanding on this and 
other matters, 

If we turn to political conditions the 
outsanding fact in Germany is the 
great gains made the socialists in 
the late elections. Now whatever may 
be thought of Socialiem it is well 
known that its priciples are opposed 
to wer and great armaments, and* 
whatever gain this party may make 
in power and influence must fairly be 
counted again on the side of peace. 

\As for Great Bfitain it ia pretty’ 
cleariy settied that this war scare was. 
hatched out largely for use as a sort 
of hammer whetewith to drive home 
the entering wedge of Tariff. Reform. 
Though the campaign is still on it 8 
already apparent that Tariff Reform if 
it wins must do so on its own merits 
without much reference to dread- 
noughts. All the indications are for 
a slacking rather than increase of 
tension between the two countries. 
The war-seare is rediculed in Germany 
and falling flat in England, in aaort 
this great bogey man, which lately 
loomed so large, is collapsing like 4 
punctured balloon, and with it the 
whole force of the argumenj for ap | 
emergency contribution to the Imper- 
ial navy. 

Some of the English papers, notably 
the Nation, lament the short-sighted- 
ness which gives such prominence ‘0 
the building of dreadnoughts the 
counting ot ships and guns, and neg- 
ets the cqually important factor 
of ‘the man behind the gun.” The 
Rasso-Japan war emphasized the fact 
well know’ iv the days of Nelson that 
pne real sailor is worth three lands- 
men in figit at sea. The Nation calls 
a tention tc the steady decline of the 
proportion of British-born seamen in 
the mereha it marine, and says that 
this could be remedied by a system ft 
opprentic+ «hip and a little financial 
neouragement, In this way an 
yuount of good could be done fully 
4ual to the building of a whole 
squadron of dreadnoughts aty a smal! 
itpction o° the cost.‘ It is an utter 
obsurdity to estimate the safty of the 
En pire meely by counting ships and 
guns, Beyond a cettain point an in- 
crease of armament may directly in- 
crease instead of lessening the dan- 
ger of war by impressing other nations 
with the necessity of striking a blow 
before the process of arming can be 
carried farther. 

But without indulging in any jin- 
goism it is the opinion of Canadians 
generally that our country has grown 
beyond the stage of babyhood, Can- 
ada is both able and willing to bear 
a larger share than formerly in the 
recessary burden of Imperial defence 

Now most newspaper readers are 
familiar with the subject of Cenadian 
fisheries. The constant squabbling 
between Canadian and American ush- 
ermen and between the French and 
Newfoundlanders is an old story. It 
is also wellknown that all that re- 
mains to the French of their once 
great North American colonies is a 
lew smal) islunds ttain fishi 
tt Burm e ‘ 
to the importance of che ‘Man be. 
hind the gun” and so highly do they 
value those fisheries as a nursery foi 
French seaman, that their government 
spends every year on their eneourage- 
ment an athount’of money out of al! 
proportion to their commercial *m- 
portance, and it is doubtful if any 
money inducement could be offered 
large enofigh to make it willingly 
pait with them, 

The colonies posess in the hardy 
sailors and fishermen of the Canadian 
coast waters, and Newfoundland 
banks, a stock of material for a navy 
of the -very best kind, and their en 
listment and training as auxilliaries 
ind naval reserves would form an ad- 
dition to the strength of ‘‘Britain on 
the seas,” wnose value could hardly 
be overestimated, as value which 
woul not be improved by the changes 
in naval construction, and armament, 
which are as certain in the future as 
they have been frequent in the past. 

It is well known that before the days 
of iron and stee] vessels shipbuilding 
was one of the important industries 
of the Maritime provinces, and pres- 
nt indications point to a revival of 
shipbuilding there in the near future. 
The inauguration of the Canadian 
navy will give a direct and powerjul 
unpulse to this natural development. 
Also the proposition stands on a very 
different footing from an attempt to 
create a navy entirely on our own 
account, At every step in the process 
we will have the benefit of the know- 
tadge and experience of the British 
naval authorities which alone is 
worth untold millicns. 

And just as we have all the natural 
conditions essential for the creation 
f a real navy, 60 we have a natura! 
field of usefulness for the navy when 
built. As Lord Chas. Beresford points 
out, if Britain loses control of the seas 
it would be much easier to starve her 
into submission than conquer her by 
an arnied invasion. Now the colonies 
are best fitted by their position to 
take over the task of guarding the 
trades routes, If they can do this, 
leaving England free to turn her at- 
tention to the striking arm of the 
service they will be ‘rendering an 
assistance no less important and val- 
uable than to build dreadnoughts and 
present them to England or in send. 
ing money over to pay for them. 

In conclusion then your correspond- 
ont thinks that most people will agree 
that the policy adopted by the Cana- 
dian government after mature consid- 
eration, and with the full knowledge 
and approval of the British admiralty 
offers decided edvantages over any 
policy of contributions either occas- 
sional or permanent,

BASEBALL. 
LEAGUE OPENS IN MAY, 
Moose Jaw, March 20.— Every club 
in the Western Canada baseball league 
was represented at an important mec 
ing here yesterday and every delegate 
brought a message conveying the deter- 
mination of his club to remain in the 
league and to support the board of con. 


trotiers in whatever action they may 
Won up caleulated to appeal to the 
yest. 


A spirit of perfect harmony character- 
izod the entire proceedings and the busi- 
ness in hand was dispatched with busi- 
ness-like precision and manner that 
augurs well for a succcssful season> 
There had been considerable talk of a 
possible division in the league into east- 
ern and western sections, The matter 
was barely discussed at yesterday's 
méeting. W. G. Weatherstone, president 
of the Brandon ciub, introduced the 
matter out refused to press it in view 
o. the unanimous contrary opinion. 
Consequently the league remains the 
sams as last year. 

A telogram from Saskatoon asking for 
a franchise was read, but the application 
was refused on the grounds that the 
constitution ‘allowed only eight clubs 
in the league and there wert’ ho vacan- 
cies. Some discussion took place as to 
the question of recruits. A. M. Black- 

tn, Winnipeg, said he thought it 
might be advantageous if the teams 
only made one trip around, filling in 
double schedule on that trip. This plan 
would reduce travelling expenses + and 
would, in fact, be an all round saving. 
In the end, however, the representatives 
decided in favor of the double trip. 

The matter which aroused the keenest 
discussion was the queston as to whes 
ther it was desirable to play more games 
in the large cities of the circuit. Many 
representatives of the smaller  t@wns 
wore of the opinion that an equal num- 
ber of games should be played in each 
city. The original idea of giving big 
cities more games was that it would re- 
sult in greater profits, but some clubs 
thought the plan had not worked out 
as well as expected. 

Blackburn of Winnipeg, 
Edmonton, however, contended that a 
careful examination of receipts would 
show proof favorable to last year’s meth- 
od. Nothing definite was decided. 

The all important matter of umpires 
was next taken up, and jt was unanimous- 
ly recognized that something better than 
the incompetent officials as were many 
of last year's men, is needful, if public 
support is to be gained. Every represen- 


and Grey of 


tative had something to say on this 
subject. Only two of last year'’s um- 
pires received a kind word, and only 


one of these received unanimous endorsa- 
tion, namely, Voss. Eventually it was 
decided on motion to leave the selection 
of these officials to the president, no 
salary being named. 

When the matter of the 1910 schedule 
was introduced, and_ several questions 
were raised, Ralph Manley, of Moose 
Jaw, submitted a draft schedule which 
he said was drawn up with the design of 
reducing the mileage covered. By this 
schedule the season was extended and 
the openiug was arranged fur May the 
geno. Various opinions were expressed 
on this provision, the general idea being 
that the season should finish earlier than 
last year. Finally it was decided to open 
the season on the first Wednesday in May 
and. close_about. September -first. Black- 
burn of Winnipeg, and Grey of Edmon- 
ton, with President Eckstrom, were then 
named a schedule committee to prepare a 
schedule, the same to be submitted to the 
different olubs before being finally  ac+ 
cepted. Probably the most important 
business transacted was an amendment of 
the constitution combining the officials of 
president, secretary and treasurer in an 
official to engage such help as he might 
consider necessary to handle the work. 
The motion of amendment was put by R. 
Manley, Moose Jaw. He said the plan 
had been successful in other leagues, and 
he was of the opinion that cheaper and 
better service could be procured by hav- 
ing the offices combined in this way. 
Very little difference of opinion was ex- 
pressed and the motion carried unani- 
mously. The last resolution passed was 
one of thanks to the press, moved by 
Benton H. Patch, Lethbridge, seconded, 
by Blackburn, Winnipeg, which was as 
follows : 

“Resolved that the Western Canada 
Baseball League wishes to express its 
sincere appreciation of the assistance giv- 
en the league by the press of Western 
Canada in general, and of their efforts to 
promote clean, enthusiastic baseball 
throughout the league; further the league 
realizes the drawbacks that the press ox- 
periences in getting thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with reports during its season, and it 
desires that managers and secretaries of 
the various, clubs extend every courtesy.”

LOOKS LIKE STRIKE: 
FOR THE FIREMEN 


Officials of 4 Western Railroads and 
Executive of Firemen's Association 
Fail to Adjust Differences.—Rock ‘on 
Which They Split Concerns En- 
gineers. 


Chicago, March 20—After four days of 
persistent efforts to adjust the differ. 
ences between the 32,000 locomotive fire- 
men on 49 western railroads and the 
railroad officials, not a single point has | 
been conceded by either side and the 
Crisis is expected to come tomorrow. The 
general opinion tonight is that a strike 
is certain, The difference between the 
firemen and their railroad officials over 
the two rules governing the right of en- 
gineers in the Firemen’s Association to 
select their own representatives in pre- 
senting grievances and to be promoted 
according to understandings between the 
railroads and the firemen. 

The firemen also asked for an increase 
of about 13 per cent. in wages which the 
railroad officials offered to arbitrate, The 
firemen refused to arbitrate the wage 
scale unless the two rules goveening en- 
giners would also be included, it is upon | 
this rock that the firemen and rm. dread 
officials have split. The latte, make the 
statement of their position: 

“We have agreements with Brother- 
hood of Railroad Engineers, covering the 
same points asked by the firemen, We 
could therefore not arbitrate with the 
firemen who have an entirely different 
organization on matters pertaining to 
the engineers because of these contracts. 
We would simply arbitrate ourselves out 
of one trouble into another.” 

The contention of the firemen is that | 
the engineers who were members of their 
organiaztion should be protected by the 
firemen, This principle they have main- 
tained al! during the mediation of the 
governinent officials, The general man- 
agers contend that they are tied hand 
and foot and are helpless to grant the 
demands of the Firemen, Should the 
Fremen break off negotiations because of 
the two rules this would mean, that they 
prefer them to a wage advance for 32,000 |
